I had Its Civil Ub- 
f riles feet ion prepare as complete 
a meinoi 'ijndum a? possible on all 
aituatiens In which (he Federal 
Government could conceivably 
bring prosecutions for violations 
of ci\{i liberties In the memoran- 
dum we developed some theories 
whlcli were revolutionai'y at ..the 
lime but later became law. I ^nt 
copier tf this memorandum to all 
U. S. Atlomeys in the hope that 
!i would stimulate them to action 
in e\ci-y possible case, 

‘.In December, 1941, I accepted 
an appointment finm Judge Vin- 
cent L- Lelbell. Federal Distiict 
Judge for the Southern District of 
New Vork. to become special coun- 
sel to the trustees of the Assocl- 
nted and Electric Corporation 
‘Wc called it Agecorp). Agecorp 
vvaa one of the old Howai'd C. Hop- 
ron companies. While 1 was head 
cf the criminal division, we. had 
sent Hop^n to jail for Qve years 
:or mail fraud. 

Mv jcb was to try for the ti*us- 
tres of Agecorp and Its security 
holders fl large dispute between It 
and the *.rustee$ of Associated Gas 
and Electric Company (Ageco, as 
distngi:lshed from Agecoip), and 
AgJ [cos, security holders. We spent 
niTK mc iUhs in preparation and a 
yem Ir trial. Then the parties 
wewked out a compromise. 

I also helped out in a dispute 
Ifivoh’lnfr the Utilities Employees 
secutltlds Company tUesco). an- 
other company which Hopson had 
set up. w'f sco was supposed to be 
an R^iency through which employ- 
ees of the various Hopson com- 
panies could invest their savings, 
but actually Hopson used it for 
the purpose of manipulating the 
securities of his various eompa- 
nief. Tilts dispute was settled, too. 

There now remained only the 
mechnnics of putting the two com- 
promii^^f Into a plan of reorgani- 
fiiUoi:.

It of Germany. Someone had 
^ed*’ to an AP report er about 
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evidence in my possession concern- 
ing a fantastic Nazi scheme to get 
John L. Lewis, the labor leader, to 
come out- against the election of 
President Roosevelt in 1939-1940. 
The scheme involved an American 
oil promoter named William R. 
Davis. T3ie *'leak*’ was all mixed 
up. Newspaper men came after me 
for the stoiy.^ J 

I told Clark X thought it best to 
write up this pmt of the report 
first and give it out In order to 
correct the wild rumors. I w'ould 
rather have written it in regular 
order as I came to It as part of 
the report but we were faced with 
a demand for information and for 
accuracy. Clark told me to go 
ahead.

Dudley Pelley. George £> Dcathe- 
rage, Joseph E McWilliams, t<aw- 
rence Dennis.

1939. I thought of going after Pel- 
ley under the criminal libel law 
but a consideration of this course 
made me conclude that this was 
not feasible. I also tried to see if 
I could proceed against the Ger- 
man -American Bund under a stat- 
ute against a^eaiing military unl- 
foims and drilling. But again X 
had not been able to folloa* 
through. 

Two days after Attorney Gen- 
eral Biddle telephoned me I was 
on my way to Wasl\lngton. . 

; While I was studying the mem- 
bers of the antl-democratlc move- 
ment in this country, I . started 
thinking again, timidly at first, 
'but wnth growing confidence as I 
I went along. 

In a memorandum I sent to 
Attorney General Clark . on Peb. 
36. 1946. I said: 

In my opinion, International 
fascism, though defeated In bat- 
tle, is not dead Tlie enemies of 
democracy did not all lay down 
their weapons on VE or VJ Day: 
and the deaths of Hitler and 
Mussolini, the executlqp of 
Quislings in collaborationist or 
va.ssal stales and the eefest and 
conviction of Japanese militar- 
tsU have not brought an end to 
il(e fasci^^t threat to democracy. 

No, fft.scism is not dead in the 
Unh^ Stales. On the contrary. 
It is now' in the proces.s of post- 
war reconversion, a reconversion 
uncomplicated by strikes, pricr* 
ceilings, or shortages. The old

When I finished this section I 
took it to him. He read it care- 
fully. In this section I related con- 
versations between Davis and Goe- 
ring In Germany on Oct. f. 3 and 
4, 1939, a month after the w'ar 
started. Davis had gone to Oei'- 
many in violation of a passport 
restrictioii. He told Goering that 
he knew a group which could be 
organized against the war, and 
named a number of prominent 
individuals^ whom he claimed he 
could interest In ^such a project- 
included among the prominent in- 
dividuals were John L. Lewis and 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler. 

The Attorney General spftiftcai- 
ly commented on ^^’heeleT*s name, 
(Wheeler was a friend of hisK 
then told me for the first time 
that the report was a scciet one. 

1 was surprt^d Tliis w*as brand 
new — really shockingly new. The 
Attorney GeneraJ w^as suddenly 
suggesting that my report was, on 
the way to becoming top secret. 
What Clark had read w’as merely 
one section of the report. I pointed 
out that this was merely a draft, 
and expressed the hope that after 
It was finished, I could sit down 
with Leo Cadison one of his pub- 
lic relations men in the Depart- 
ment of Justice and put it into 
shape fpr presentation in court. 

'l^at 1 did not say ( but thought) 
was Uist I was willing to make 
certain compromises in the report. 
If the Attorney General reacted 
[to Burton Wheeler's name by a 
statement that Ihc report was se- 
cret, I w*a.s willing to eliminate 
Wheeler's name. Wheeler's name 
to my wav of thinking w'as not 
es.seniiaV The point of the section 
was Umt the Nazis tried to influ- 
ence American elections and that 
they used Americans to achieve 
their aims. That was the story 
which had to he told. Wheeler’s 
name didn't make or break it.
